RICHMOND, VA. I The Virginia House and 
Senate passed legislation Tuesday that 
increases taxes by about $1 billion in a 
major breakthrough toward resolving an 
unprecedented budget impasse and avoid- 
ing a government shutdown. 

The House voted 52-45 in favor of Senate 
amendments that boost state sales taxes one- 
half cent and raise the nation’s lowest ciga- 
rette tax from 2.5 cents to 30 cents, but also 
caps a popular, unfinished car tax rollback, 
presenting a potential obstacle. The House 
has yet to vote on the car tax relief plan. 


Earlier in the day, the Senate passed the 
same budget measure 31-8. 

By passing the central tax bill, the General 
Assembly resolved the question of how much 
revenue the state needs to fund a new $59 bil- 
lion budget for the two years beginning July 1. 

Without a budget in place, many criti- 
cal state operations, agencies and services 
such as public safety and Medicaid fund- 
ing would be in danger of shutting down. 
Areas of local government that are highly 
dependent on state funding also would be 
affected, bob lewis (ap)

Supreme Court considering 
privacy of energy task force 

WASHINGTON I The Supreme Court appeared 
troubled Tuesday by the prospect of letting 
the public have a look into private White 
House policy meetings, a hopeful sign for 
the Bush administration’s aggressive defense 
of secrecy in the case of Vice President Dick 
Cheney’s energy task force. 

The court is the latest stop in a near- 
ly three -year fight over access to records 
of the task force that prepared a national 
energy strategy. The presi- 
dent put Cheney, a former 
energy industry executive, 
in charge and the group’s 
recommendations were 
friendly to the industry. 

Most stalled in Congress. 

Raising the gravest 
concerns about unneces- 
sary snooping into the executive branch was 
Justice Antonin Scalia, who stayed in the case 
despite conflict-of-interest questions relating 
to his friendship with Cheney. 

The Bush administration argues that pri- 
vacy is important for candid White House 
discussions on difficult issues. It was sued by 
watchdog and environmental groups under 
a federal open-government law. The groups 
accused the administration of allowing ener- 
gy industry executives and lobbyists to help 
write the task force policy. 

The administration has lost two rounds 
in federal court. If the Supreme Court makes 
it three, Cheney could have to reveal poten- 
tially embarrassing records just before the 
presidential election. A ruling will come

States’ Budget 
Pictures Brighten 


More than two -thirds 
expect to finish fiscal 
year in the black 

States are steadily moving toward 
financial health, a new survey found, 
with nearly two -thirds expecting 
to finish the current fiscal year in 
the black. That’s the best showing 
since the economy took a turn for 
the worse four years ago. 

Stronger revenues are driving 
the trend, the National Conference 
of State Legislatures found in its 
new report. Eighteen states report- 
ed personal income taxes exceed- 
ing expectations, more than half 
said corporate taxes were coming 
in higher than budgeted, and 22 
states were seeing stronger-than- 
expected sales taxes. 


Financial experts warned, how- 
ever, that pressures remain. State 
leaders face demands to boost 
spending for programs that were 
pared back during the past few 
years. Also, many states are see- 
ing only modest growth, (ap) 


BATTLE OF THE BULGE 

A new report offers good news 
after years of state budget defi- 
cits. Among its findings: 

An aggregate shortfall of 

$5.3 billion spread across 20 
states has been nearly closed. 

Thirty-two states project 
surpluses by the end of June. 
Though most aresmall, five of 
those states project surpluses 
greaterthan 5 percent of the total 
budget.

Mexican Workers 
Fuel Increase in 
Illegal Immigration 

SASABE, MEXICO I After a four- 
year decline, illegal immigration 
from Mexico is spiking as sever- 
al thousand migrants a day rush 
across the border in hopes of get- 
ting work visas. 

The U.S. border patrol told The 
Associated Press that immigrant 
detentions jumped 25 percent to 
535,000 in the six months ending 
March 31 compared to ayear ago. (ap) 


MADISON, WIS. I Two young Army 
women who were given the choice 
of returning to combat in Iraq after 
their sister was killed in a Baghdad 
ambush decided Tuesday not to go 
back. 

Rachel and Charity Witmer 
chose instead to ask for noncom- 
bat jobs outside Iraq. 

“It’s by far the most difficult 
decision we have ever made,” the 
women said in a statement. 

They said they were concerned 
that if they went back, the increased 


attention on their units might put 
their fellow soldiers at risk. 

Their new assignments have not 
been determined yet. 

The two arrived home April 12 to 
attend the funeral of Michelle, their 
20 -year- old sister and Charity’s 
twin, who was killed April 9 in 
an attack. 

Under Pentagon policy, when a 
soldier is killed while serving in a 
hostile area, other family members 
in the military may request a non-

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An Old War That Won’t Fade 


Amid a political battle 
over Iraq, Bush and 
Kerry focus on Vietnam 

WASHINGTON I Even as U.S. sol- 
diers fight and die in new battles, 
a war three decades old hangs like 
a thick cloud over the presidential 
campaign, with John Kerry’s every 
moment in Vietnam combat and 
every word as an anti-war protester 
under scrutiny, if not attack. 

President Bush’s curt praise, 
through a spokesman Tuesday, that 
Kerry has a “commendable record 
of service in the military” belies an 
aggressive campaign by Bush sup- 
porters to exploit questions over just 


what the decorated Navy veteran 
did in the war and after. 

And Kerry’s initial reluctance to 
take on Bush directly over his foggy 
time in the Vietnam- era National 
Guard has worn out, with the 
Democrat now openly challenging 
his opponent to explain whether he 
fulfilled his duty. 

Kerry partisan Max Cleland, 
who lost three limbs in Vietnam 
and his Senate seat in a 2002 cam- 
paign that questioned his patriotism 
because he initially resisted Bush’s 
Homeland Security plan, argued 
Tuesday that Vietnam still matters. 


“The Bush campaign is try- 
ing to define John Kerry now 
but for my money, the defining 
moment is 35 years ago,” Cleland 
said. “John Kerry chose to volun- 
teer and serve his country and 
risk his life doing so. George Bush 
did not.” 

White House spokesman Scott 
McClellan said Bush is focused 
on today’s policy differences with 
Kerry, “not what happened 30, 40 
years ago,” but in declining to criti- 
cize the attacks on Kerry’s service, 
he effectively kept that issue alive.

20 -year-old given 
campus housing after 
months living in library 

NEWYORKIA New York University 
second-year student who says he 
spent eight months sleeping in 
a library basement because he 
couldn’t afford campus housing 
has been moved to a free dormito- 
ry room, school officials said. 

Steve Stanzak, 20, said he began 
spending six hours a night in the 
sub -basement of Bobst Library at 
the beginning of the academic year 
after he was unable to pay a $1,000 
housing deposit. 

University officials discovered an 
online journal Stanzak kept about 
his experiences and relocated him 
to a free dorm room last week. 

Although he works four jobs, 
receives a $15,000 NYU scholar- 
ship and has several student loans, 
Stanzak said he received no finan- 
cial assistance from his divorced 
parents and had only enough money 
to cover tuition, about $31,000 a 
year for full-time undergradu- 
ates. Undergraduate housing costs 
anywhere from $7,700 to $16,600 
per year, depending on the room

Warplanes pound rebels; 64 Iraqis die in Najaf 


FALLUJAH, IRAQ | U.S. warplanes and 
artillery attacked Sunni insurgents 
holed up in a slum in a thunderous 
show of force that rocked Fallujah 
Tuesday, sending huge plumes of 
black smoke into the night sky. The 
assault came after American troops 
killed 64 gunmen near the southern 
Shiite holy city of Najaf 

The second straight night of bat- 
tles in Fallujah came as the exten- 
sion of a fragile cease-fire ended in 
the turbulent city west of Baghdad. 
Marines are preparing to begin 
patrols in the city later this week. 

Tuesday’s battle appeared far 
heavier than the previous night’s 
clashes, in which a Marine and eight 
insurgents were killed. 

U.S. aircraft dropped white leaf- 
lets over Fallujah before nightfall, 
calling on insurgents to give up. 


“Surrender, you are surround- 
ed,” the leaflets said. “If you are a 
terrorist, beware, because your last 
day was yesterday.” 

Fighting also broke out in Najaf, 
where U.S. forces are in a standoff 
with militiamen loyal to radical 
Shiite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr, who 
is wanted on murder charges for 
allegedly killing a fellow cleric. 

U.S. forces killed 64 Iraqis on

WASHINGTON! Iraqis will have “a lot 
more sovereignty” after the June 30 
handover of power, but the United 
States will still control security and 
the caretaker government won’t be 
able to make laws, the diplomat 
nominated to be ambassador to 
Baghdad said Tuesday.

In first visit to Europe 
in 15 years, Libyan is 
conciliatory, defiant 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I Libyan leader 
Moammar Gadhafi, once considered 
one of the world’s most dangerous 
men, came to Europe for the first 
time in 15 years Tuesday offering an 
olive branch — along with a veiled 
threat of a return to violence if pro- 
voked by “evil” from the West. 

After three hours of talks at the 
European Union’s headquarters, 
European Commission President 
Romano Prodi said he was “very 
happy” about the historic visit. But 
even Prodi fidgeted uncomfortably 
as Gadhafi rambled on for half an 
hour to hundreds of journalists. 

Gadhafi declared his readiness 


to work with the West peacefully 
after years of championing armed 
struggle against it. Now that Libya 
has given up its weapons pro- 
grams, it has become “an example 
to be followed,” he asserted, add- 
ing that “Libya is determined and 
committed to play a leading role in 
achieving world peace.” 

Yet he concluded by warning 
that an upsurge in violence across 
the Mideast could undo Libya’s con- 
version, apparently referring to the 
U.S.-led occupation of Iraq and the 
Israeli- Palestinian conflict. 

“Hopefully nothing would force 
us to go back to the days when we 
use our cars and explosive belts 
... so we will not be searched and 
harassed in our bedrooms and in our 
homes as is happening in Iraq and 
Palestine,” he said, paul geitner (ap)

Perry s future remains in hands of sehool board 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. I Schools super- 
intendent Rebecca L. Perry said 
Tuesday she is “deeply sorry” after 
being arrested last week for driv- 
ing while intoxicated. 

“I’m a human being. I made a 
big mistake,” Perry said outside 
the headquarters of Alexandria 


City Public Schools. 

Perry, 54, said an Alexandria 
police officer stopped her shortly after 
midnight Friday as she was driving 
home from a “social gathering with 
friends.” Police said her blood-alco- 
hol level was above the legal limit, 
and charged her with DWI. 


Perry met with the Alexandria 
School Board on Monday night 
for more than two hours, but they 
took no action. A spokeswoman 
said the board will resume delib- 
erations Wednesday night and could 
announce a decision by Friday. 

In her first public comments since 
her arrest. Perry said she is “deeply 
concerned” about the impact of the 


incident on the community. 

Not all parents were forgiving. 

Jim Boissonnault, who has a child 
at L}ies-Crouch Traditional Academy, 
told reporters after Perry’s statement 
that she should resign. “The question 
you would ask is, if somebody were 
applying to the superintendent job 
today with a DWI, would they get

Report: Heart Attack 
Led to Fatal 1-95 Crash 


B A LT I M 0 R E I The driver of the gas- 
oline tanker that plunged from 
an overpass onto Interstate 95 in 
January apparently suffered a heart 
attack or other medical emergency 
that caused him to lose control of his 
truck, according to the final state 
report released Tuesday. 

Investigators for the Maryland 
Transportation Authority Police 
found no evidence of serious mechani- 
cal defects with the tanker, which had 
passed an inspection one week before 
the fiery crash that claimed four lives 
and shut down 1-95 near Elkridge for 


seven hours on Jan. 13. 

The report said that the autopsy 
of tanker driver Jackie M. Frost, 64, 
found “evidence of hypertensive ath- 
erosclerotic cardiovascular disease.” A 
witness reported seeing Frost slumped 
forward over the wheel. 

The state’s 67-page report 
details an accident that began 
with the tanker’s rear end sliding 
over the Jersey wall on the 1-895 
bridge over 1-95 and ends with an 
enormous fireball that melted tires 
and burned the lane markings off 
the highway, (ap)

Universities lobby for 
a simpler visa process 
for foreign students 

BOSTON I A Steep decline in gradu- 
ate school applications from foreign 
students has university administra- 
tors pushing the federal government 
to reform the visa process. Their 
argument: The trend could cost 
U.S. schools much-needed reve- 
nue and research help, and make 
America seem isolated in the eyes 
of the world. 

International graduate stu- 
dent applications for this fall are 


down 32 percent compared with 
a year ago, according to a recent 
survey, and schools are extending 
application deadlines so they don’t 
lose students still negotiating U.S. 
bureaucracy. 

Meanwhile, in public comments 
and private lobbying, universities are 
urging federal officials to speed up 
visa applications, stressing that 
America’s role as a beacon to the 
world’s students could be in jeopardy. 

Experts cite several factors for the 
dip in applications, including dimin- 
ished esteem for America abroad, 
rising tuition at U.S. schools and 
increasingly competitive alterna- 


tives in Europe and Asia. 

But the difficulty, or perceived dif- 
ficulty, of getting a student visa quick- 
ly appears to be the primary cause. 

The State Department, which 
is giving some students priority 
interview slots, issued 474,000 
student visas last year, accepting 
74 percent of applications. That’s 
down from 560,000, or 80 percent, 
in 2001. Secretary of State Colin 
Powell and Homeland Security 
Secretary Tom Ridge called last 
week for Congress to review visa 
restrictions, and Ridge discussed 
visas at a recent meeting with col- 
lege presidents, justin pope (ap)

TRAVEL I Waiting until the last 
minute to book your rental car 
will cost you more this summer. 
Demand for rental cars is pick- 
ing up, which means that a tighter 
supply of cars will drive up prices 
even further. 

Already, daily rates for cars 
rented at airports, which typically 
account for 60 percent of all rentals, 
have been about $4 to $5 more than 
a year ago for midsize cars, accord- 
ing to Abrams Travel Data Service, 
a car- rental market research firm 
based in Long Beach, Calif. 

This means that it is even more 
important for consumers to book 
ahead. You don’t lose anything by 


making a reservation since you typi- 
cally aren’t penalized for canceling 
at the last minute. Even if prices 
were to later decline, you could 
always cancel your existing reser- 
vation and make a new booking. 

Besides booking early, there 
are other ways to save money. For 
one, make sure you understand the 
full cost of your rental. Depending 
on which airport you fly into, you 
maybe hit with additional charges 
ranging from a visitor tax to pay for 
a city’s new sports stadium to the 
various charges for sales taxes and 
airport fees. 

Many of the online travel- 
booking sites such as Travelocity, 
Expedia and Orbitz now include 
the total cost of renting the vehi- 
cle so you can see how the base rates 
compare to the total costs. And be 
sure to check out rates directly on 


the car-rental companies’ Web sites 
since you may be able to find better 
rates or learn about other promo- 
tions and discounts. 

If you have the time and are will- 
ing to put up with a bit of inconve- 


nience, you can save even more by 
getting out of the airport and rent- 
ing a car in town. Local rates can 
be about 10 percent to 20 percent 
lower than airport rates, according 
to Abrams Consulting. 


Renting a vehicle during the 
week is likely to be more expen- 
sive since you’ll be competing 
with business travelers. Given a 
greater supply of cars on the week- 
ends, “the weekend is a great time 
to rent a car,” said Sam Fulton, 
director of car-rental operations 
for Orbitz. 

Be sure to review your insur- 
ance policies before showing up at 
the rental- car counter since most 
rental- car agencies will try to sell 
you collision or liability coverage. 
In many cases, you may already be 
covered under your own auto-insur- 
ance policy or credit card. 

Finally, make sure you are tak- 
ing advantage of any discounts for 
which you qualify. Members of AAA 
and AARP can get rate discounts 
through the groups’ rental-car 
partners. And Upraise members 
who book through Avis, owned by 
Cendant Corp. which also owns 
Budget, can earn 5 percent of the 
amount they spend with Avis to 
put into a college savings account.

German 

Makeover 

D E S I G N I Volkswagen’s new design 
chief Murat Guenak wants to add 
more curves and emotion to the 
automaker’s famously functional 
German designs. But tweaking 
tradition can be a tricky matter. 

In a recent interview at Volks- 
wagen’s Wolfsburg, Germany, 
headquarters, Guenak explained 
that new designs will follow two 
subtle approaches. 

“The first is how we sculpture the 
sheet metal to visualize the quali- 
ties of our cars at Volkswagen,” he 


said. “The shaping of the cars was 
very clear, very straight, very archi- 
techtonical, very German if you like 
— but this is not a good word.” 

One place to look for ideas, he 
said, are the curvaceous cars from 
the company’s storied past: the old 
Beetle, the Karmann Ghia sports 
car and the microbus of the 1960s 
and 1970s. 

The second part of the plan is 
the front end. He suggested peo- 
ple who want to know where VW 
design is headed should take a look 
at the grille on the Concept R, the 
two -seat sports car unveiled as a 
concept vehicle at the Frankfurt 
Auto Show last fall. It has a 
deep “V” marked out with long 
curves that cut through the grille.

One Was Enough 

A single concept car is cool. Don’t make more 


TEST DRIVE I The most lucid thing 
the Marxist critic Walter Benjamin 
ever wrote is the essay “The Work 
of Art in the Age of Mechanical 
Reproduction,” written in 1936, 
during an apparent dry spell in 
Berlin’s hashish supply. 

The famous essay puts a dope- 
scented finger on a central issue in 
aesthetics: If the art object is spe- 
cial — if it has an “aura,” Benjamin 
calls it — what is the status of the 
mechanically reproduced copy? 

In other words: The first David 
by Michelangelo is art, the second 
is a lawn ornament. 

Which brings us to the Chevrolet 
SSR. The SSR - Super Sport 
Roadster, if you must know — began 
life as an impossibly cool concept 
car at the 2000 Detroit Auto Show, 


a pickup truck gene -spliced with a 
hot-rod roadster and incubated in 
gorgeous ’50s heritage. 

The SSR’s indefinable nature is a 
clue to something often overlooked 
with radical concept cars. They are 
unique and original, highly crafted 
and nonfunctional; they are spiri- 
tual singletons created to express an 
idea or an ideal. They are art. 

Until the car manufacturers 
build a second one. And a third. 
Then what a falling off there is. So 
much of what makes these concept 
cars desirable is leveraged on their 
singularity. When a one-of-a-kind 
becomes a one-of-a-thousand, some 
essential aura escapes. 

The SSR is such a vehicle, a 
radical concept car brought to life. 
Built on the cut- down chassis rails 


of a Chevy TrailBlazer, the SSR is 
a paragon of shared architecture. 
Under its Toontown bodywork 
are the TrailBlazer’s independent 
front- and live-axle rear suspen- 
sion; four-wheel disc brakes and 
rack-and-pinion steering; and a 
5.3 -liter, overhead-valve V8. 

The product of GM’s Lansing 
Craft Centre, the SSR features a 
trick convertible hardtop, which 
arches gracefully toward the 
windshield header in motorized 
segments before it finally assem- 
bles itself 

The SSR is in many ways a won- 
derful specimen and a signpost of 
GM’s new craftsmanship. The jodh- 
pur-like fenders are made of steel, 
stamped with a dramatic “draw”

(the depth of the stamping) that 
must have caused a few sleepless 
nights for some manufacturing 
engineer. The interior detailing is 
likewise lovely, especially the satin 
aluminum trim. 

The trouble with the SSR is 
easy enough to spot. It’s too heavy, 
with a curb weight of 4,760 pounds 
(about the same as the full-bodied 
TrailBlazer), an avoirdupois that 
smothers the Vortec V8’s 300 hp 
and 335 pound-feet of torque. 

The weaknesses of the SSR — 
weight, limp acceleration, expense, 
a gimmicky curb appeal — are part 
of a larger flaw: Corporations can’t 
build hot rods. By definition, hot 
rods are one of a kind. And when 
we see them on the street we light 
up because we are in the presence 
of something special, art qua art. 
Pouring a racy enamel over a truck 
chassis just isn’t the same. 

The concept-car SSR was as 
close to the real thing as it will

What causes the “check engine” 
light to come on intermittently? 

There are hundreds of possibili- 
ties. However, one of the more com- 
mon ones is a defective or improp- 
erly tightened gas cap. Check the 
gas cap before spending money on 
expensive testing. Please note: This 
problem only applies to 1996 and 
newer vehicles. 

I have a 2004 Corolla. When I put 
the car in park and take my foot off 
the brake, the car lurches forward, 
then settles back. Any thoughts? 

Probably normal. The parking 
mechanism in a vehicle involves a 
round disc with teeth on its outer 
edge. Alever slides between the teeth 
to lock the car in position. On some 
cars, the teeth are farther apart than 
on others, so the car may roll slightly 
before the lever locks in. 

Please tell people not to waste 
their money on what some shops 
call a “fuel injection cleaning.” 
Owners can do the same thing with 
a $2 can of fuel injection cleaner. 

You continue with your $2 can of 
garbage. And some lucky shop will 
get the money needed to straighten 
out the mess. Problem is most peo- 
ple who follow your methods get rid 
of the car before the real problems 
set in, leaving some other poor soul 
to pay the tariff.

POP PROVOCATEURS I Remember 
Eminem? “Without Me ” his 2002 
hit, is appropriate for another spin 
now as the impish and provocative 
rapper makes his way back to the 
pop music stage. 

Now Eminem’s back on the new- 
release shelf at record stores, albeit 
this time sharing disc space with 
his old Detroit buddies, the rap- 
pers in D12. 

The fact that Eminem has dif- 
ficulty blending in with a crowd is 
mocked in the collective’s new single 
“My Band,” which is accompanied 
by a video that presents Em as an 
imperious rock star and his Dl2 
mates (Bizarre, Kon Artis, Proof, 
Kuniva and Swifty) as disrespect- 
ed sidemen. 

“D12 World” (released on the 
Shady/Interscope label) is the 
group’s second disc, following 
“Devil’s Night” in 2001, which 
went double -platinum but still 
was judged by many as a tepid 
success considering the Midas 
touch its frontman brought to 
other ventures.

The early word from retailers 
and radio programmers is that 
this collection looks to have great- 
er potential. 

Side project or not, the release 
of “D12 World” marks a new cycle 
for Eminem’s public life. 

The rapper took a step back 
after the success of his 2002 film, 
“8 Mile,” combined with his super- 
star music status to make him the 
most potent name in pop culture 
among today’s youth (although 
Britney Spears might argue that 
point). 

Now he is ramping up the next 
chapter. His camp says the rap- 
per will “drop in, unannounced, 
here and there” at D12 shows as 
the group launches a club tour, a 
statement that seems certain to 
goose ticket sales. 

By the end of the year, Eminem 
will have another producer credit 
as the new 50 Cent album arrives 
in stores, and the rapper will follow 
that with his own disc of new mate- 
rial, in late 2004 or early 2005. 

He is also mulling two film proj - 
ects, and his handlers say that nei- 
ther is music-related. 

“People may want ‘9 Mile,’ 
but he’s looking for a new thing,” 
one of Eminem’s confidants 
said of the rapper’s next project.

Carpenter’s songs 
expect the worst, 
hope for the best 

MUSIC I Singer- songwriter Mary 
Chapin Carpenter has always had 
the knack for writing literary songs 
that focus, subtly at times, on love, 
loss and going through life with a 
certain sense of grace. 

Like her peers, including Lucinda 
Williams, Kate Campbell and Lyle 
Lovett, she’s carved out a section of 
American music that is equal parts 


folk, country and soul-piercing self- 
reflection. 

The 12 songs on her eighth stu- 
dio LP, “Between Here and Gone” 
(Columbia Records Nashville), are 
filled with characters worn down 
by life, but somehow strangely opti- 
mistic — comfortable in the belief 
that the hard times will eventual- 
ly go soft. 

Take “Goodnight America,” a 
delightful gem that looks at the 
nature of hope and how it keeps 
people moving forward. “I’m a 
stranger here, no one you would 


know/My ship has not come in, but 
I keep hoping though,” Carpenter 
sings. She’s backed by co -producer 
Matt Rolling, whose session piano 
work is crisp and delicate. 

“Girls like me like summer light, 
a cold beer on a summer night/And 
boys who aren’t afraid of what they 
see inside the eyes of girls like me,” 
she sings, resigned and baleful in 
“Girls Like Me.” 

It’s clear that as Carpenter grows 
in her work, and her own experienc- 
es, the music is the benefi-

TV changes, but John Schneider is still on 


PERSONALITY I John Schneider still 
looks as though he could “yee-haw” 
if he needed to, but these days “The 
Dukes of Hazzard” good ol’ boy is 
more content playing the dad. 

The actor who played Bo Duke 
in the CBS series that ran from 
1979 to ’85 now plays Jonathan 
Kent, adoptive father to an ado- 


lescent Superman in the WB’s 
“Smallville.” 

‘We know what made him strong, 
this is about what made him noble. 
Excellent parents are part of that,” 
Schneider said, contemplating the 
influences that created the stalwart 
Superman. 

In “10.5,” an NBC miniseries air- 


ing May 2-3 (9 p.m.) about a cata- 
clysmic earthquake, Schneider also 
plays a parent, although initially not 
a very responsible one. 

He’s the ex-husband of the gover- 
nor of California, and as the massive 
quake hits, he’s driving their disgrun- 
tled daughter to a camping trip. 

“There are any number of rea- 
sons you can use to justify being an 
irresponsible parent, but they really 


don’t work in the long run,” he said. 
“This guy finds out sooner rather 
than later what his responsibilities 
are, and that’s good.” 

The four-hour drama intertwines 
the professional and personal dilem- 
mas of multiple characters caught 
up in the seismic crisis, among 
them Kim Delaney as quake expert 
Samantha Hill and Beau Bridges as 
President Paul Hollister. 

Schneider was expert behind the 
wheel of the General Lee, the souped- 
up car of “The Dukes of Hazzard,” so 
it’s no surprise that in this minise- 
ries, he did his own stunt work for a 
harrowing sequence where his vehi- 
cle sinks into the earth. (The actor 
said he believes that the TV movie’s 
sense of immediacy is so intense that 
a disclaimer that it’s “only a movie” 
might be appropriate.) 

His boyish good looks still intact, 
it’s taken awhile for the 44 -year- old 
actor to seem old enough for these 
dad roles. But he believes there’s a 
reason for that. 

“Had I looked old enough to play 
fathers when dad was the buffoon, 
I wouldn’t have been the right guy 
for the job,” he says of TV’s evolving 
father image. “But I think viewers 
look at the fathers I play now and 
think 1 knew he’d be a good father 
because he was raised by Denver 
Pyle’ — Uncle Jesse [Duke] in TV 
Land logic. And there’s a lot of truth

John McCain’s Senate Commerce 
Committee subpoenaed materials 
from the grand jury probe of the Bay 
Area Laboratory Co-Operative, the 
nutritional supplements lab at the 
center of an investigation into the 
alleged distribution of steroids to 
top athletes. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether the documents included 
grand jury testimony. Dozens of elite 
athletes, including sprinter Marion 
Jones, were asked by the grand jury 
about steroids. McCain has prom- 
ised to keep the material secret but 
said it is intended to make sure the 
United States sends a drug-free team 
to the Summer Olympics. 

A little more than 100 days 
before the Athens Games, U.S. 
Olympic officials are hoping mate- 
rial in those documents will allow 
them to weed out drug cheaters. 

The USOC is not just targeting 
athletes who have failed drug tests. 
Officials hope to utilize a clause in 
the U.S. Anti-Doping Agency’s rules

Williams 
Trial Goes 
To the Jury 

SOMERVILLE, N.J. I A jury began 
deliberating Tuesday in the case 
against Jayson Williams, the for- 
mer NBA star accused of man- 
slaughter in the shotgun slaying 
of a limousine driver. 

The jury got the case after three 
months of trial, 43 witnesses and 
widely divergent versions of what 
happened the night in 2002 when 
Costas “Gus” Christofi was killed. 

Christofi, 55, was killed in 
Williams’s bedroom while the 
former New Jersey Nets player 
was giving friends and members 


of the Harlem Globetrotters a tour 
of his mansion. 

Williams, 36, faces eight charges, 
the most serious of which is aggra- 
vated manslaughter. Collectively, 
the charges carry up to 55 years 
in prison. 

In closing arguments Monday, 


defense attorney Billy Martin 
repeated his insistence that the 
shooting was “a tragic accident.” 

Prosecutor Steven C. Lember 
said Williams acted recklessly 
because he had been drinking and 
chose to handle a loaded weapon.

Just curious — why five people? 

Do you think most of us would need 
five people to figure out that our 
lives, our work, mean something? 

I picked five because my uncle 
used to tell me a story when I was a 
kid about a near- death experience 
he had during an operation in the 
hospital. He said he rose out of his 
body and saw five of his dead rela- 
tives at the edge of the bed. 

So that was always in my head 
when I thought of my uncle. As it 
turns out, five worked well as a lit- 
erary device. I was able to cover the 
five stages of an old man’s life: child- 
hood, war years, love life, middle age 
and death. Anyhow, “The 14 People 
You Meet in Heaven” would be a lit- 
tle bit much, don’t you think? 

What did your uncle do for a living? 

Like Eddie in the book, he was 
blue-collar all the way. He worked 
as a New York City cab driver and 
as a factory worker. He even, for a 
while, cleaned spittoons at a bar. 
He always had grease under his fin- 
gernails, let’s put it that way. But he 
was always a good, loving man and 
that’s what mattered. 

I quit the job I love (teaching) due to 
the low pay and disrespect teachers 
get, and went to work for the gov- 
ernment. While I am paid very well, I 
truly despise this Job. How does one 
balance wanting a Job you love and 
the need to provide for the family? 

If you hate getting up in the 
morning, you’re not being much help 
to your family anyhow. Inevitably 
that anger will find it’s way back to 
them. I think the trick is in lower- 
ing your need financially to match 
what you’re able to do and still be 
happy. That may mean one less car 
or one less TV set but if it means 
more smiles around the house, it’s 
probably worth it.
